THE daughter of former Deputy Prime 
Minister Michael Heseltine has raised 
£75,000 for the hospital that saved her hus¬ 
band's life. 

Alexandra Williams, 58, pledged to raise 
£50,000 for Oxford's John Radcliffe 
Hospital after Nick Williams was treated 
there last year. 

Mr Williams, the owner of Banbury's 
Holloway's auctioneers, suffered an aortic 
dissection on February 12 last year. 

His main blood vessel, the aorta, which 
pumps blood around the body, was coming 
apart from his heart. 

Even after surgery there was still a one-in-

five chance the 58-year-old would not sur¬ 
vive. 

Mrs Williams, an art dealer from 
Thenford, said: "The Oxford Heart Centre 
saved my husband's life.

"I made a promise to the ITU Sister that I 
would do this for the hospital even before 
we knew Nick would survive."

An April clothes sale raised £3,000 and 
a September art auction at her parents' 
Thenford property boosted funds. 

Mrs Williams said: "My father, mother - 
the whole of my family and people I know 
through my work have been immensely 
supportive of what I am trying to do. 

"I never imagined how this would gath¬ 
er momentum, but it has all snowballed 
and while it is all still quite emotional, it is 
also very exciting too." 

About 30 lots were donated to the auc¬ 
tion. She said: "I think people realise that 
they or their loved ones could be depend¬ 
ing on a unit like this at any time and they 
want to do all they can to help." 

The Oxford Heartfelt Appeal aims to 
create a world-class echocardiography 
unit at the Oxford Heart Centre. 

More than 15,000 of the heart echo 
scans already take place at the hospital 
each year. 

Her husband has returned to work and 
is settling back into family life with daugh¬ 
ters Molly, 16, and Augusta, 14. 

She added: "Nick looks fantastic and 
we will never forget all the hospital has 
done for us." 

Mr Williams said: "Alexandra has done 
incredibly well and what she has achieved 
has made myself and a lot of people very 
proud. 

"She picked the £50,000 figure literally 
out of the air the night they told her I 
would survive, probably without really 
knowing how she would raise it. 

"But as soon as she was able, she set to 
work, contacting people, driving around 
the country to pick items up, framing them 
and organising the sale which has gone to 
raise almost one-and-a-half times what 
she set out to. 

"In a few weeks, she and I will return to 
the ICU at the hospital for the first time 
since I was taken ill. 

"I've no doubt it will be a very emotion¬ 
al experience, but also a very proud one. 

"I'm very grateful to my wife for raising 
this money on our behalf, but also for the 
way in which she has cared for me 
throughout." 

Andrew House, head of major gifts at 
the hospital's charity, said: "Alexandra's 
passion and energy for this cause has been 
remarkable and the hospital charity and 
Oxford Heart Centre team are hugely 
grateful for all that she, her family and 
friends have achieved. 


"It's been inspirational," he added. 

Conservative Lord Heseltine, 80, was 
elected an MP in 1966 and rose through 
the Tory ranks to roles including Deputy 
PM and Secretary of State for Defence. 

The Heartfelt Appeal aimed to raise 
£1.3m and is £30,000 away from its tar¬ 
get.

CHERWELL District Council is 
hoping an innovative scheme to 
get people building their own 
homes will start to make a dent in 
its housing waiting list. 

The council said it's months 
away from starting work on 250 
new affordable homes across 
Banbury and Bicester. 

The names of sites have now 
been released for the Build! proj¬ 
ect. 

Those who take part renovate 
or decorate properties - training is 
provided - and in return get dis¬ 
counts on the sale price or rent. 

People are being urged to regis¬ 
ter an interest as the council 
announces the full list of the first 
sites to be developed. 

The council's housing waiting 
list currently stands at more than 
3,800. 

Cherwell's lead member for 
housing Debbie Pickford said: 
"The level of involvement 
depends on the ambition and the 
skills that those taking part have. 

"There are options to suit every¬ 
one, from beginners right through 
to those who want to build a prop¬ 
erty from scratch." 

She believes the housing prob¬ 
lem stems from "years of insuffi¬ 
cient investment in building new 
homes". 

Miss Pickford added: "We 
therefore need innovative 
schemes, such as this, to make 
sure that this generation and the 
next aren't denied a stable and 
affordable home. 

"So don't be put off if you are 
not a DIY expert as training will 
be provided." 

Plots of land have now been 
secured in both towns, as well as 
some long-term empty properties. 
Once complete, people will have 
a range of options to buy, rent or 
shared ownership. 

In February 2012, the council 
opened its first self-build scheme 
at former Miller Road, Banbury, 
now Donaldson Court. 

Work got under way in 
December 2010 and 20 unem¬ 
ployed teenagers helped construct

print, currently in its final stages, he said. 

He said: "In effect, the Secretary of 
State is saying that where housing is built 
is determined entirely by which devel¬ 
opers are first in getting in their planning 
applications." 

Mr Pickles said the four were "sustain¬ 
able development which would make a 
significant contribution towards address¬ 
ing the undersupply of housing".

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Police station shock

WHEN reporting a crime, lost 
property, or applying for a gun 
licence, you might expect to deal 
with the police. 

But in Chipping Norton these duties 
are to be taken over by council staff in 
a deal to save cash for Thames Valley 
Police. 

Critics warned that it could be the 
"thin end of the wedge" and that more 
police counter services could be taken 
over by councils. 

The move comes after the force 
announced in July that bases in 
Chipping Norton, Woodstock, and 
Charlbury would be shut and "more 
efficient" alternatives found. 

It is to pay West Oxfordshire District 
Council £10,000 to run the counter 
service from the Guildhall for the first 
year. The force doesn't yet know the 
cost after that. 

Council staff will be trained by 
police in duties including handing out 
crime reduction advice and dealing 
with people producing driving 
documents after an accident. 

If someone reports a crime they will 
be asked to call the police enquiry 
centre on the 101 number. 

But Rod Matheson, Unison branch 
secretary at the force, said: "We see it 
as the thin end of the wedge. Further 
down the line they might think they

can do it elsewhere." 

He also said he did not want to see 
the force pay the council to carry out 
police work, adding: "I don't want to 
see council staff do police work any 
more than I want to see a police officer 
emptying bins. 

"We could reinvest that money back 


into existing staff, retaining jobs and 
improving services." 

Thames Valley Police is aiming to 
cut £56.3m - 12 per cent of its budget 
- between 2011 and 2015. 

Graham Smith, chairman of the 
Thames Valley Police Federation, said: 
"Police have been forced to save 


money because of budget cuts. This is 
one of the faces of the cuts. 

"But I am sure the public would 
prefer to go into a police station." 

The move is due to take place by the 
end of the year and police say the 
counter will be in a more convenient 
location than the London Road station,

which costs £70,000 a year to run. The 
counter will also be open to the public 
from 8.45am to 1 pm and from 2pm to 
4.30pm Monday to Friday. 

The station is open to the public 
from 10am to 2pm Monday to Friday. 

Supt Colin Paine, commander for 
West Oxfordshire and Cherwell, said: 
"This is great news for residents of 
Chipping Norton. They will keep the 
police front counter and it will be open 
an extra 15 hours per week, but will 
not cost the taxpayer any more than at 
present." 

He said "a smaller and more 
efficient alternative" to the station had 
not yet been found, adding: "The 
police station will not close until the 
neighbourhood team have been 
relocated to a new police base." 

The council and force already work 
together in areas of community safety, 
licensing, housing and emergency 
planning. 

Mark Booty, West Oxfordshire 
District Council cabinet member for 
community safety, said: "This 
partnership approach at the Guildhall 
is a win, win solution for everyone. 
Residents will gain from longer 
opening hours and our town centre 
location has easy access with 
everything on the ground floor." 

The force has already saved £33.4m 
by restricting recruitment, cutting 
police staff from 3,000 to 2,779 and 
centralising offices.

Jobs bonus as Aldi 
plans Chippy store 


ALDI is hoping to build a 
new supermarket at a 
disused site on the outskirts 
of Chipping Norton. 

The German supermarket 
chain will hold two 
consultations in the town next 
week for residents to learn 
more. 

The budget food store is 
looking to redevelop the former 
Highways Depot site at 
Cromwell Park, on Banbury 
Road, about half a mile from 
the town centre and any other 
supermarkets.

The shop would cover 1,000 
sq ft and have nearly 80 car 
parking spaces.

District Council. 

Chipping Norton Town 
Council had lodged a formal 
objection to the plan, saying it 
would suck trade out of the 
town. 

The group Stop Chippy's Out 
of Town Supermarket was set up 
in response to the plan, and 
hundreds of people campaigned 
against it. 

But despite its fight, the group 
has no plans to re-form in 
response to the Aldi proposals. 

The town council has said it 
would not yet make a public 
statement about the store plan. 

Deputy town mayor Chris 
Butterworth said: "We will look 
at the plans but we are not 
commenting on them yet. 

"It is more in the town centre 
than the Sainsbury's which was 
planned. We will give our 
opinions when the planning 
application comes in." 

Town councillor Alex Corfield 


said: "From the opinions that I 
have heard when it has been 
mentioned, residents are 
generally supportive. 

"I will be going to the 
consultation event next week." 

The town plan, currently 
being consulted on by the town 
council, suggests there is space 
in Chipping Norton for another 
1,200 sq ft of retail space as the 
town expands with extra 
housing. An Aldi spokesman 


said: "We are excited about the 
prospect of coming to Chipping 
Norton as we are keen to offer 
the local community a genuine 
choice when completing their 
weekly food shopping." 

The consultation events will 
be held on Friday, September 27 
at the Town Hall, between 3pm 
and 7.30pm, and on Saturday, 
September 28, at the Methodist 
Church on West Street, between 
10am and 2pm.

Hundreds of police are 
training on Taser guns 

■ But so far none of the 50,000-volt weapons have been fired 


HUNDREDS of police officers 
have been armed with Tasers. 

Thames Valley Police has trained 
280 front-line response officers to use 
the 50,000-volt electric shock guns. 

It more than doubles the number 
previously used, and means 11 per 
cent of the force has Tasers. 

The force has said it hopes that 
eventually all officers who pass the 
training test will carry one, and 
training is set to continue.

According to senior staff, the force 
has not yet had to fire any of the guns 
that have been deployed, but they 
have acted as a deterrent. 

The head of the Roads Policing 
department Chief Inspector Henry 
Parsons said officers had already seen 
a difference. 

He said: "We have gone live with 


them. It is not a testing phase. 

"They are now in service and have 
been rolled out across Thames Valley 
and some officers in Oxfordshire do 
have them. 

Chief Inspector Parsons said the 
benefit of the devices could already 
be seen when attending street 
robberies, burglaries and car thefts. 

He said: "When we have informed 
a suspect that we have a Taser so far 
every one has backed down when 
told. 

"It is a win for them and a win for 
us because it means we do not have 
to use force in any way. 

"It is early days but we are seeing 
that having them along with us has 
resulted in some positives. 

"We are certainly not trigger-happy 
and it not about making anyone feel 
threatened. 

"It can stop things from escalating 
and that is a plus point. If they stop 
officers having to strong arm someone 
then it will help." 

Public safety campaigners have 
sounded a warning over the increased 
deployment however. 

Nick Pickles, director of civil 


liberties campaign group Big Brother 
Watch, said: "Tasers are not 
something to be routinely deployed 
and still carry significant risks to 
people's health. 

"They should be treated with the 
same care as firearms and only made 
available to specialist officers. 

"It is still far from clear that there is 
a pressing need to equip every officer 
with these high-voltage weapons and 
the risk to the public of them being 
used improperly is far from being 
addressed to any real satisfaction. 

"Just one error can have an 
enormous impact." 

But according to Chief Inspector 
Parsons, the Taser training process has 
been "very, very strict". 

He added: "It is a tough pass-or-fail 
test and if officers aren't up to scratch, 
they aren't fit enough or right to use 
them then they will fail." 

Chief Constable Sara Thornton 
championed the use of Tasers 
following a rise in attacks on police 
officers. The number of officers who 
suffered violence rose from about 160 
five years ago to more than 200 
between April 2011 and March 2012.

POLICE officers have visited 
37 licensed premises in 
Oxfordshire to find out 
whether staff could tell the 
difference between a real ID 
and a fake one. 

Thames Valley Police 
visited 10 venues in 
Banbury,12 in Oxford, eight 
in Witney, and seven in 
Bicester. 

Ben Clarke, licensing team 
co-ordinator for Thames 
Valley Police, said: "It is not 
illegal to accept fake ID, 
although it is obviously illegal 
to serve those who are under 
18, who are generally the 
ones who carry it. 

"Retailers or licensed 
premises who sell to 
underage people risk a fine of 
up to £5,000 and losing their 
licence to sell alcohol. 

"We received 

overwhelming support from 
the staff in the premises we 
visited and plan to carry out 
similar checks in the future." 

Thames Valley Police did 
not respond to the Banbury 
Cake's request for how many 
of the premises in Banbury 
did not spot the fake IDs. 

But the force did say that 
of the 95 licensed premises it 
visited across the Thames 
Valley, only 43 challenged the 
test purchaser for ID.

FINANCE bosses will hold a 
crunch meeting with Banbury res¬ 
idents as they prepare to save an 
extra £60m. 

Oxfordshire County Council will 
also hold meetings in Oxford, 
Witney, Wantage and Didcot to 
discuss its plans with residents. 

It comes after it announced it 
would have to save £60m on top of 
cuts of £200m already made or 
planned. 

The budget-setting process will 
not begin until the council knows 
how much cash it is due to receive 
from the Government, and this 
may not be announced until 
December. 

Council leader Ian Hudspeth 
said: "It is important that we hear 
from residents about the services 
they value most and which ones 
they could live without. We want 
to hear ideas about how people 
and communities can get what 
they need without relying on pub¬ 
lic services. We also want to talk

about charging for services or rais¬ 
ing income in other ways. 

"We want to make changes as 
fairly as possible while protecting 
services for the most vulnerable 
people. To do that properly, we 
need to hear first-hand from peo¬ 
ple in Oxfordshire. We want peo¬ 
ple to have an influence on how 
we manage these very difficult 
changes." 

The meetings will start on 
October 14, when the council will 
be at Banbury Town Hall. 

On October 15, they will be at 
County Hall in Oxford before mov¬ 
ing on to Wantage Civic Hall on 
October 21. 

They will be at Cornerstone Arts 
Centre in Didcot at October 23 
and the final meeting will be at 
Henry Box School in Witney on 
October 24. All the meetings will 
run from 7.30-9pm.

Slick, nail-biting thriller 
gives us finale that fails 


THE CALL (15, 94 mins) 
Thriller/Action. Halle Berry, Abigail 
Breslin, Morris Chestnut, Michael 
Eklund, David Otunga, Michael 
Imperioli, Roma Maffia, Evie 
Thompson. Director: Brad 
Anderson. 

N otwithstanding a ridiculous 
final act that seemingly 
belongs to a different film, 
The Call is a slick, nail-biting thriller 
that propels us satisfyingly close to 
the edge of our seats. 

Director Brad Anderson navigated 
emotionally richer terrain on the big 
screen in his earlier films, The 
Machinist and Transsiberian. 
However, recent stints behind the 
camera on TV series Boardwalk 
Empire, Alcatraz and The Killing 
serve him well here and he cranks 
up tension with aplomb. The middle 
section is genuinely exhilarating, 
ricocheting between emergency 
services and a kidnap victim, 
trapped in the claustrophobic boot 
of her abductor's car. 

Screenwriter Richard D'Ovidio 
takes a staple of the genre - an 
imperilled heroine, who loses her 
clothes for no compelling reason - 
as the seed for his sadistic game of 
cat and mouse between a 911 call 
centre operator and a serial killer 
with a penchant for blonde girls. 

In a tense opening sequence, 
terrified teenager Leah Templeton 
(Evie Thompson) dials 911 to report 
an intruder in her family home. 
Skilled operator Jordan Turner 
(Halle Berry) coolly advises Leah to 
lock herself in a room and remain 
on the line. Unfortunately, the plan 


goes tragically awry and Jordan 
finds herself on the line with the 
intruder. 

"I suggest you leave that house 
before you do something you 
regret," she barks. 

"It's already done," growls the 
man, establishing a snappy 
catchphrase, which is recycled at 
two pivotal moments later in the 
film. 

Leah is slain and Jordan hangs up 
her headset. 

Six months later, the same 
madman, Michael Foster (Michael 
Eklund), abducts a blonde teenager, 
Casey Welson (Abigail Breslin), 
from a shopping mall. 

Jordan happens to be in the call 
centre "hive" when Casey's 
distressed telephone call comes 
through and the operator takes 
charge, determined to make 
amends for Leah. 

Haunted by the words of her 
police officer father - "You might be 
the difference between somebody 
living and somebody dying" - 
Jordan provides Casey with 
ingenious suggestions for attracting 
attention from passing motorists. 

When one driver (Michael 
Imperioli) takes note, it seems 
Casey's tearful prayers could be 
answered... 

The Call speed-dials suspense for 
the opening hour, cross-cutting 
between jittery Jordan and 
hysterical Casey, who gradually 
bond through the magic of mobile 
communication. 

Berry is solid in an undemanding 
lead role while Breslin sobs with 
gusto, tugging our heartstrings when

And the driver of this Sunderland- 
built compact crossover is certainly 
given rather individual treatment. 

Nissan says Nismo's thinking is 
that everything should be focused 
on the driver. If that sounds a little 
selfish then there is no hint of an 
apology for the self-indulgence, with 
the seats, instrumentation, steering 
wheel, gear knob, pedals and door 
trims all redesigned with the driver 
in mind. 

The front seats, with extra lateral 
support, are trimmed in suede, and 
sport vibrant red stitching. Red is 
used as a background to the rev 
counter and also appears on the 
steering wheel, which is finished in 
alcantara and leather. If you like 
light interiors, then the Nismo is not

for you. The headlining of the Nissan 
Juke Nismo is black, and there is a 
gloss 'piano black' finish around the 
ventilation and audio controls. There 
is also new smoked grey trim around 
the gear selector. 

Power comes from a modified 
version of Nissan's 1.6-litre direct- 
injection turbocharged petrol 
engine. Two models are available — 
the front-wheel-drive with a six- 
speed manual transmission driven 
here and an all-wheel-drive version 
combining a CVT transmission and 
seven-speed manual. 

Compared to the standard Nissan 
Juke, the most obvious change is to 
the front, which is lower and more 
aggressive; the front wings are more 
muscular, and the integrated fog 
lights have been replaced by thin- 
strip LED daytime running lights. 

Under the skin, suspension set¬

Business urges fresh boost for electric cars 


THE latest registration figures for 
plug-in vehicles suggest that 
the Government's ultra-low 
emission incentive scheme is 
failing to ignite the market, 
according to the fleet business 
market. 

Newly-published DVLA data shows 
that registrations of plug-in¬ 
grant eligible cars grew by 
14% in the first half of 2013, 
compared to the previous six 
months. This is less than the 
17% growth achieved by the 
overall new car market. 

Meanwhile, registrations of plug-in¬ 
grant eligible vans actually fell 
by 27%, with 119 registered in 


the first half of 2013 compared 
to the 163 registered in the 
second half of 2012. 

The chief executive of the British 
Vehicle Rental and Leasing 
Association, Gerry Keaney, 
said: "These figures show that 
the current strategy for driving 
uptake of ultra-low emission 
vehicles is not working. 

"The fleet market buys more than 
half of all new vehicles 
registered each year and 
operates the greenest cars and 
vans on UK roads. As bulk 
purchasers, fleet operators 
could create a huge surge in 
demand for plug-in vehicles if 


they were given the right 
package of incentives. 

"The Government's Office for Low 
Emission Vehicles (OLEV) 
recently launched its new 
strategy and announced that it 
would look to develop a 
'strong, clear and lasting' set of 
tax incentives. This work 
cannot happen soon enough." 

The BVRLA has campaigned for 
plug-in-grant vehicle users to 
be offered longer-term 
incentives, for example a ten- 
year road tax exemption, free 
parking and financial support 
when installing charging points 
at work premises.
